motormnn of a Coviua electric car 
three highwaymen were foiled iu an 
attempt to hold up the oar and rob

Los Angeles. 


As he was about to stop the car in re- 
sponse to the signal of the trio, the 
man 
at

that the fellows were masked. Quick- 
ly releasing the brakes that bad been 
set,

through the motors, he sent the car 
ahead at top speed and the robbers 
were left in the dark at the side of 
the track.' As soon as the car reach-

THE DREAD OF RABIES. 


Out »f All Proportion to tha Fre- 


quency of the Disease. 


Few accidents arc more terrifying to 


the sufferer tlnui to bo bitten by n dog 
supposed to bp tuncl, nnd there nre few 
conditions in which prompt and intelli-1 
gent action on the part of the hyatund-1 
ors is more desirable. 


Although nearly all warm blooded \ 


animals nre susceptible to rabies, it is i 
most commonly seen in dogs. 
There I 


jiro two forms—the "furious" and the j 
"dumb." 
In the Curious type after a | 


period.of melancholy or depression the 
tiiiimal becomes restless and irritable, 
with a tendency to run away nnd snap 
nt everything in slarlit, finally becoming 
subdued 
and 
sullen 
and 
dying of | 


paralysis and exhaustion. 
In dumb 


rubies the stage of irritability is ab- 
sent. The dog prowls about in a list- 
iess way, with bis head down and lower 
jaw dropped. 
At the same time there 


is difficulty in swallowing. 


It is often Impossible to tell from a 


dog'" actions whether it is rabid or not. 
But (f instead of killing the animal as 
quickly as possible, as is often unwise- 
ly clone, the owner captures It and 
keeps it for a few days under lock and 
key the question answers itself. 
A 


rabid dog always died in from four to 
eight days, so that if the animal re- 
covers the bitten persons rimy be sure 
that they are not going to develop hy- 
drophobia. 


In nny suspicious case the wound 


should immediately be squeezed under 
hot water and if deep be incised freely, 
so that cauterization with either a hot 
iron or with strong nitric acid (not with 
lunar caustic) may be thoroughly done. 
At the same time the dog should be 
kept under observation, or if already 
killed the head and node should be 
packed in ice and preserved for med- 
ical examination. 


Even if it seems certain that the ani- 


mal was rabid the patient should not 
despair, for it is estimated that only 15 
per cent of those bitten by rabid ani- 
mals actually develop the disease, and 
if the Pasteur preventive inoculations 
are promptly begun recovery is almost 
certain. 


The popular dread of rallies is out of 


all proportion to the relative frequency 
of the disease, and the length to which 
it may go is shown by the instances In 
•which people have developed nnd eVen 
died of false hydrophobia, a nervous 
condition due to fright and simulating 
to some extent the real malady. — 
Youth's Companion. 


BURNING THE YULE LOG. 


A Survival From the Adoration Once 


Offered to the Sun. 


In some parts of Germany the Yule 


log is placed on the hearth on Christ- 
mas eve and if possible kept burning 
for two or three days. Then a piece of 
it Is laid aside for the purpose of light- 
ing the next year's log and of guarding 
the household from harm. 
Pieces of 


fir wood charred hut uot quite burned 
out in the Christmas fire arex also 
placed under the family bed In some 
German villages to avert the dreaded 
lightning stroke, which appears in this 
relation to be the typo of fire in Its 
evil aspect, In contradistinction from 
the solar orb, the representative of 
beneficent light and wnrmtli. The cus- 
tom of burning a Yule log for three 
days and nights in each homestead Is 
almost certainly a survival from the 
adoration once offered to the sun at 
the winter solstice. 


Three centuries after the Christian 


era suu worship was still maintained 
In Brittany, and In Normandy not more 
than 100 years ago the household fire 
was extinguished on Dec. 24 and the 
Christmas log was Ignited by the aid of 
a flame procured from the lamp burn- 
ing In the neighboring church. 
This 


fact affords a curious Instance of the 
probable transference of respect and 
reverence from the sacred fire of a 
purely heathen creed to the ecclesias- j 
tlcal lights of Catholicism. When the j 
pagan rites for procuring unsullied fire | 
were forbidden, or fell into desuetude j 
the ideas to which they o\vod thoir 
origin and development, instead of per- 
ishing, continued to exist more or less 
perfectly by attaching themselves to 
usages and ceremonies having no di- 
rect a«»ivc'iation with them.
